A Southern Pacific Train 
| Robbed. 


Two Masked Bandits Secure the Wells 
Fargo Treasure Boxes, 

An Unknown Tramp Shot Dead by the 
Outlaws. 


The Express Messenger’s}-Graphic 
Narrative of the Affair—Several 
Posses in Pursuit of the 
Robbers. 


N | By Telegraph to The Times. 

TULARE, Jan, 21.—|By the Associated 
Press.] The south-bound passenger train 
was stopped this morning by two masked 
men, seven miles north of Tulare, The 
robbers climbed over the baggage car to the 
engine and compelled the engineer to stop 
the train. They then compelled the eu- 
gineer and fireman to go with them and or- 
dered the express man to open the door. 


* The amount taken is not known, but it is 


rumored that it is several thousand dollars. 
The robbers made the engineer and fireman 
accompany them some distance from the. 
train. A tramp stealingaride was mis- 
taken fora train man and e robbers shot 
him in the head. He wus ught here and 
may recover, There is no trace of the rob- 
bers yet. 

San Francisco, Jan. 21.—A dispatch 


ji from Tulare to the Southern Pacific Com- 


pany gives the following account of the 
train robbery this morning: When the 
train left Goshen at 4 o’clock this morning 
two men jumped on the front end of the 
mall car without being noticed by the train 
hands. As soon as the train was well 
started they climbed over the tender and 
jumped into the cab, instantly presented 
revolvers to the heads of the engineer and 
fireman. After the train had run about 
two anda half miles in this way they or- 
dered it stopped. They then compelled the 
two train men to dismount from the engine 
and march toward the rear of the train, 
covering them with their revolvers and 
shotguns. In pursuance of orders thus en- 
forced the engineer-and fireman opened the 
express car and gave the robbers access to 
its ifiterior. 
Express Messenger Minnehan was then 
foreéd to open the treasure boxes and to 
ut all the coin into the barley-sack held by 
6 6f the robbers.. Just as this was com- 
éted a man walked by on the other side of 
@ @xpress car, and was at once shot by the 
rs, his head and face being filled with 
ot, The robbers then marched the

As Told by Wells-Fargo & Co.'s 
Messenger.

that was st up” by two train robbers 
yesterday morning at 4:15 o’clock, just this 
side of Goshen, in the San Joaquin Valiey, 
reached this city last night at 6:30 o’clock, 
being about two hours late. M. T. Minne- 
han, the messenger for Wells-Fargo & Co., 
was seen by a Times reporter at the Wolf- 
skill depot. Mr. Minnehan seemed per- 
fectly willing to talk on all matters per- 
taining to the robbery, but he positively re- 
fused to state the amount of money taken 
by the robbers. It is learned from other 
sources that the amount will run up to be- 
tween €3000 and #4000. In answer to ques- 
tious as to how the robbery was committed, 
Mr. Minnehan said: 

„A few minutes aſter leaving Goshen, the 
junction of the Southern Pacific and a nat. 
row-gauge line that runs down to Visalia, 
noticed that the train was slowing up. 
knew that we had not rea 
next station, but thought nothing of the 
matter until 1 heard . gruff voice at the 
door of my car, which was bol ted from the 
inside, say: — 

* Open this door at once.’ - 

“T asked what was wanted, and the same 
voice replied: 

* Wen have the engineer and flreman ot 
— d——d train out here, and if you don’t 

n the door we will shoot them, and then 
fi ou full of lead.’ 

‘he engineer, Sam DuPuy, who evi- 
dently thought I did not intend to open the 
door, said; 

“Kor God's sake, man, open the door 
and dou't make auy more noise about it, or 
weate déad men. We are covered with 
shotguns, and these men mean business!’ 
1 then opened the door, and quicker 
than a flash one of the robbers covered me 
with a pistol and shotgun, He held the 
shotgun in his left hand and the pistol in 
the right, with the plstol resting over the 
left arm. 

“*Throw up your hands,’ he said, in a 
commanding voice, and I obeyed. The en- 


| gineer and fireman were standing near the 


door, and one of the robbers stood over 
them- with a shotgun. The man who had 
covered me then ordered me out of the ear, 
and after satisfying himself that I was not 
armed he climbed into the car and ordered 
me to follow. His pal still stood guard over 
the engineer and fireman. . 
„Now.“ said the robber who was with 
me, open that treasure box and dump all 
the money into this sacx,’ producing a 
wheat sack with one hand while he covered 
me with his shotgun, 
“] opened the box and then put what 
money packages there were in the safe into 
the sack, and after satisfying himself that 
I had not overlooked any valuables, the rob- 
ber ordered me eut of the car, and as 1 
landed on the ground he followed, 
“Just at that moment 1 beard some one 
Walking on the gravel on the oppdsite side 
of the ear. The robber who guarded me 
heard the step at the same time, and quicker 
than « flash he stooped down and said. 
“What thes h—I1 are doing there, 
vou —— —— and fired his shotgun under 
the car. 
“| heard some one fall, but could not see 
who it was. 
“The robbers then said: 
through with you, you d—d 
they backed off, still keeping us covered 
with their shotguns. They ordered us to 
keep our hands up until they got out of 
sight, aud you can bet we did, for wa had 
learned that they would shoot if their com- 
mands were not obeved.

A Nephew of Judge Terry is 


Killed. 


His Death the Result of u Sanguinary 


Feud in Texas. 


Slain by the Brother of a Man Whom 
He Had Shot Down. 


Other Eastern Dispatches-A Bad Man 
Killed in New Mexico-Free 
Fight at a Pugilistic 
Mil, Ete.

GaLveston (Tex.), Jan. 91.—[By the 
Associated Press.] A terrible tragedy was 
enacted at the courthouse here today in 
which Kyle Terry, a nephew of the late 
Judge David 8. Terry, was instantly killed 
and two men were badly wounded. The 
killing was the outcome of troubles which 
resulted some time ego in a bloody battle 
between citizens of Richmond.

CEMENT SIDRWALKS. 
The Matter to Be Thoroughly Venti- 


lated. 
The fight between the Street Superin- 


tendent’s office and the Union Construction 
Company Over the refusal 
to accept some curbing on Fourth street on 
the ground that the work was not done ac- 
cording to the specifications, is likely to re- 
sult in a thorough ventilation of the whole 
subject of cement sidewalk contracts, the 
result of which will be that the people will 
be benefited by getting a better class of: 
work, although the first cost will be some- 
what increased, as contractors will be care- 
ful about taking contracts on which they 
are bound to lose money if the work is done 
according to the official ifications 
adopted by the Council, As indicated by 
the debate in the Council Monday after- 
noon, the contest will be a bitter one, the 
construction company claiming that the re- 
jection of its work by the Street Superin- 
tendent is a personal matter, while that 
otticial declates that he has no feeling in 
the case, and is simply doing what he con- 
siders to be his duty in the premises.

of three and one-half inches; which must be 
well tamped or rolled, after which a surface 
of concrete, in the proportion of one part of 
cement to seven of sand, is laid, Of course, 
after the sidewalk is laid he cannot tell 
whether it has been done according to the 
specifications, and for this reason it is nec- 
essary to have an inspector to oversee the 
work while it is in progress to see that the 
proper material is used, that the proper 
depth has been excavated and that the other 
requirements are complied with.

SILVER SCORES ANOTHER: POINT. 


The latest interesting news on the 
silver question is a report from Lon- 
don, this morning, that\the Bank of 
England is about to exercise its right, 
never hitherto asserted, to use silver 
to the extent of one-third of its re- 
serve, and issue 81 notes in silver 
against it. It is also said that the 
bank has purchased $3,000,000 silver 
bullion, in expectation of this action. 

The silver men— which really means 
a very great majority of the people of 
the United States, although some of 
them may not, at present, understand 
their own interests—have gained this 
mueb, that their demands are no 
longer slighted or treated with con- 
tempt. It may bo, as some friends of 


plan is merely a subterfuge, to post- 
pone the day of actual work upon 
monetary reform; but at any rate it is 
a concession which admits that some- 
thing must be done—that the de- 
mands of the friends of silver can no 
longer be trifled with. This measure 
will be only the entering wedge. 

The bill which is to carry out Secre- 
tary Windom’s proposition, in its final 
form, is said to differ in some particu- } 
larsfromthe original recommendation 
in the annual report. It is proposed 
that Treasury certificates shall be of- 
fered against deposits of silver bullion; 
that these certificates shall be issued 
in amounts equal to the value of the 
bullion on the day on which it is de- 
posited; that these certificates shall be 
redeemable in one of three ways, 
namely: first, in gold, provided, how- 
ever, that the Treasury shall reserve 
the right to decline payment of those; 
second, in bar silver; third, in silver 
dollars. A part of this general scheme 
is to abandon the present compulsory 
coinage of silver dollars, of from $2,000,- 
000 to $4,000,000 monthly. This last 
clause is the worst feature about the 
bill. Only American silver dollars will 
be accepted on deposit, or such bullion 
as has been made in this country, from 


imported ore.

ARID LAND IRRIGATION IN NEW 
MEXICO, 


It seems that while Congress has 
been investigating the feasibility of ir- 
rigating the arid region of the United 
States through a committee which rode 
through the country in a palace car, 
and while great irrigation schemes in 
the Northwest have been projected on 
paper, numerous corporations have 
been formed in New Mexico, millions 
of acres of land have been secured, 
and work is now actually progressing 
on irrigating canals which, when com- 
pleted, will irrigate not less than 
8,000,000 acres of the richest land in 
the Territory. Negotiations are now 
pending which, if consummated, will 
result in the irrigation of several mil- 
lion acres of land, which comprise 
some of the best and most extensive 
land grants in New Mexico which have 
been confirmed, and to which perfect 
titles can be given. 

A New Mexico correspondent of the 
Globe-Democrat asserts that if Con- 
gress would settle the land ti- 
tles in New Mexico, it would be of 
much greater benefit. to the people 
there than the opinion of the Senate 
committee on the practicability of irri- 
gating the arid region. The- land 
grants of New Mexico are practically 
just where they were 20 yearsago. A 
few are confirmed, but many are un- 
confirmed, and while they are in this 
condition of uncertainty regarding ti- 
tle, no extensive improvements will be 
made. 

One company in New Mexico has al- 
ready constructed a storage reservoir, 
which is 13 miles in length, and will 
hold water enough to supply the ditches 
for months. This plan will be followed 
in other parts of the Territory, where 
there is not a sufficient supply of water 
throughout the summer for purposes 
ot irrigation.

A NATIONAL LINE STEAMSHIP 
THOUGHT TO BE LOST. 


Portuguese in Brazil Will Join 
Their Lisbon Brethren in Boy- 
cotting the English — Bou- 
langists to Bo Puntshed.

Several seamen and two 
steerage passengers were badly injured, 
During the storm a steam pipe burst, killing 
three firemen and fearfully scalding another.,.

John E. Dille, brother of the Land 
Kegister, was also on the ground, and, by 
the grace of his brother, Dille aud Cohen 
were selected to make the first entries. 
Three friends of Dille and Barnes were 
selected and appointed Deputy Marshals to 
guard the door of the land office on the 
morning of the opening. D. P. Dier of this 
city expected. to be the first man to make an 
entry, and in reality would have been were 
it not for the preconcerted plan. When the 
door was opened at noon the three deputies 
mentioned above shoved Dier asi and 
permitted Dille and Cohen to go in. hen 
they bad finished enteriug they had filed 
cla tor ‘section of land which 
touched the on set a for Guthrie, 
excepting one, which was held by a lawyer 
named Wolcott. a brother ot Senator Wolcott 
of Colorado. This filing also included Clay- 
ton’s plat of Guthrie.’

A Piea for the Better Treatment of

nals,“ in which at the outset he demonstrated 
that punishment by torture and death have 
failed to abate crime. Crimes were com- 
mitted,” said he, “to punish crimes 
and crimes were committed to pre 
vent crimes. It is safe to say governments 
have commit 
have preven 


diseases of flesh and blood are transmitted 
from one generation to another. Diseases 
of the brain, deformities of the soul or 
mind are also transmitted. I am perfectly 
satisfied that there are millione of people 
incapable of committing certain crimes, and 
it is true that there are millions more inca- 
pable of practicing certain virtues. We do 
not blame a man because he is not a sculp- 
tor, poet, painter or stateeman. We say he 
has not the genius. Are we certain it does 
not require genius to be good?” 

Com:ng down to the question of what can 
be done for the reformation of criminals 
Col. Ingersoll said: “He should be treated 
with kindness, Every right should be 
given him consistent with the safety of so- 
ciety. He should neither be degraded nor 
robbed. Why should the State take with- 
out compensation the labor of criminals, 
and why should they, after having been 
imprisoned for years be turned out without 
means of support? Would it not be far 
better to pay these men for their labor, lay 
aside their earnings, put this money at 
interest, so that when the convict is re- 
leased he would have not merely money to 
pay his way back tothe place from which 
he was sent, but enough to keep the wolf 
from the dour of his heart.“ 

Referring to the question, “What shall 
be done with hardened habiiual crimivals?”’ 
the speaker said: Put 1000 hardened thieves 
on an isiand, compel them to produce what 
they eat and use, and I am almost certain 
a large majority of them would be opposed to 
theft. Such acommunity would be self- 
supporting. Keep the thieves abso- 
lutely apart. Those who are beyond 
the power of reformation should 
not have liberty to introduce them 
selves. ‘They should dwell apart, and dying 
leave noheirs. The death penalty inflicted 
by the Government is a perpetual excuse for 
mobs. The greatest danger in a republic is 
a mob, and so long as States inflict the death 
penalty mobs will follow their example. If 
we are to change conduct of men, we must 
‘change their condition, Extreme poverty 
and crime go hand in hand. Tenements 
and flats, and rented lands are in my judg- 
ment the enemies of civilization. They 
put a few in palaces and many in prisons,’ 

In closing Col. Ingersoll said: “Ignorance, 
filth and poverty are missionaries of crime. 
As long as dishonorabie success outranks 
honest effort, as long as society bows and 
cringes before great thieves there will be 
little ones enough to fill the fails.“

RARE SPECIMENS, 


Two Splendid 8. Bernard Dogs 
Owned by Rev. Ottman, 

The finest specimens of pure-bred 
St. Bernard pups ever seen in Pasa- 
dena are owned by Rev. G. A. Ottman. 
The male is 44 months old. It was 
purchased by Rev. Ottman from the 
famous kennels at Melrose, Mass. The 
animal now weighs 55 pounds, and, 


barring disease and accidents, it will 


undoubtedly grow to be one of the 
largest dogs in the country. 

Rienzi, the name his owner has 
chosen to give him, has all the points 
of a pure-bred long-haired St. Bernard. 
His face is square at the muzzle, with 
a distinct stop above, which shows off 
the procs height of the brow and occi- 
pital protuberance, the latter being 
especially marked. The shoulders are 
sloping and the chest wide. The legs 
are strong and straight, with large 
feet. Rienzi, moreover, can trace his 
ancestry back farther and with more 
pride than can some people. His 
father is Ben Lomond, one of the 
largest and most famous dogs in the 
country. His mother is Lakma, an- 
other good dog, coming in direct 
descent from the famous champion, 
Bayard. 
Rienzi’s ancestors are traced, and a 
chart which Rev. Ottman has tells who 
they all are. Rienzi's color is orange, 
with a wide white collar, and he is 
already developing those kind and 
affectionate traits so characteristic of 
the breed. 
The other dog is a female, 3 months 
and smaller than 

ienzi. It was whelped at the Er- 
minie kennels at Mt. Vernon, N. V., 
from Stella, a dog imported direct from 
the Hospice. Lysander, a noted ani- 
mal, is the dog’s father. It, like Ri- 
enzi, bears the strong points of a pure- 
bred dog, but it is never likely to equal 
him in point of size.
